get off about the middle of the bridge, and 
asked me if I supposed he could do so. 1 
told him that the conductor would let him 
off if he would so request. He then asked 
the conductor, who rang the bell. The car 
stopped and the young man got off. He was 
tali and slim.”’ 

‘Hie was very polite,’’ says Conductor 
Compton. “‘When I went around collecting 
fares he paid me 5 cents. I told him the 
bridge car fare was 10 cents, and he apolo- 
gized for his mistake and paid the rest. 
tie seemed to be a man of good breeding.”’ 

H. Klender of Red Bud, lll., who was 
walking across. the bridge from East St. 
Louis, saw thé man climb upon and jump 
from the railing. Mr. Klender’s descrip- 
tion of him tallies with those of Mr. Mil- 
ler and the conductor. 

But it is probable that James Mitchell of 
1116 Illiinois avenue, East St. Louis, wit- 
nessed more in detail the act of suicide than 
any other person.

When near the center of the middle span, 
directly over the swift current of the river, 
Mr. Mitchell saw not far ahead of him a

“I was so startled that I was rooted to 
the spot. It fascinated me. I could not 
tell vou whether the man jumped or merely 
let himself. go, but to escape the wires 
beneath him suppose he must have 
thrown himself out. from the bridge. 
Whether he went down feet or head fore- 
most I cannot tell. From my view of his 
descent it seemed that he went down all 
in a oo) It was just a quick flash past 
and a dull sound as he hit the water. 

“I at once ran to the spot from which 
he had jumped, and leaned over the rail- 
ing .o watch for him. He came up a few 
feet south of where he struck. 

“Tl was surprised to observe cinat he

Representative Clay Explains 
His Proposed Measure. 


HIS PLAN NOT UNDERSTOOD 


UNDER IT ALL PUBLIC FRAN- 
CHISES WILL BE TAXED. 


Originator Especially for the 
Post-Dispatch. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 16.—Rep- 
resentative Rhodes Clay of Audrain County 
has prepared for the Post-Dispatch a more 
detailed statement concerning his resolu- 
tion presented to the House calling for an 
amendment to the constitution to separate 
the tax on corporations for state purposes 
from that assessed against real and per- 
sonal property, which he believes should 
go to the city or county whérein the same 


is situated. 
He thinks his idea has been misappre- 


hended in that by the method outlined It is 
thought quasi-public corporations will es- 
cape the taxation on all of their property 


now locally assessed. 

For example, he says a railroad company, 
under the proposed change, would still be 
obliged to pay taxes on failroad depots at 
the respective places they are located and 
in like manner any other company of a 
similar character. 

Mr. Clay says: 

‘The object of the amendment Is to sep- 
arate revenue for state purposes from that 
for county or local purposes. It will, 
among other things, do away with the pres- 
ent inequalities in our system of taxation. 
At present the law requires that assess- 
ment of real and personal property shall 
be made by the county assessor with power 
in the county board of equalization to re- 
yise the same. The assessment is then cer- 
tified to the state board of equalization 
with power, likewise, to again revise such 
assessment. Frequently, in order to raise 
sufficient revenue for state purposes the 
state board is compelled to increase the 
valuation as fixed by the counties. The 
board can only do this by counties, that is, 
increase the valuation in those counties 
where it is believed property has not been 
assessed at its true value. As a result many

the state auditor in his report, ‘the best 
the board can do is to correct the most 
glaring inequalities.’

Again Audrain 
County was compelled to pay an additioaul 
tax into the county treasury for local pur- 
poses (something wholly unnecessary and 
undesired) by reason of the valuation be- 
ing inereased $1,008,672. The proposed 
amendment will avoid just such wrongs and 
inequalities in assessment, as well as per- 
mit many other necessary reforms. It lim- 
its the sources for which state revenue 
shall be derived to taxes upon corporations, 
including franchises, license and inheri- 
tance taxes, fines and forfeitures and fees 
of public officers, leaving thereby all real 
and personal property to be taxed only for 
county and local purposes. This would per- 
mit localities to raise whatever revenue 
they might desire by nrg the property 
therein to be valued high or low, as occas- 
ion might demand. Counties could build 
roads, cities construct improvements, etc., 
as the people might wish, with full assur- 
ance that all revenue raised would be re- 
tained and applied to local uses and not 
go into the state treasury to pay taxes 
which ought possibly be pald by others. St. 
Louis, for example, last year paid $889,702.17 
real and personal tax out of a total col- 
lected by the state on that kind of property 
of $2,492.066.84; under the proposed amend- 
ment this amount would have been retained 
by the city...

Official statements by the city register, | 
based on reports made to him by al! the 
St. Louist street railway companies, show 
that the fa g off in the number of pas- 
hengers carrie’ in 19090, as compared with 
1899, was 17,130,207. 

The decrease was all on the lines of the 
St. Louis Transit Co., which carried 21,- 
422,193 passengers less than in 1889. On the 
Suburban roads there was a marked in- 
crease in the traffic. The figures show that 
on the main line of this system and on the 
Meramec and O'Falicn Park branches 4,- 
291,198 more passengers were carried in 190 
than in 1899. 

On the basis of 5 cents for each passenger 
these figures indicate that the passenger 
receipts of the transit company were 


$1,071,109 less than in 1899, and that the in- 
crease in the Suburban’'s receipts, from the 
same source, was $218,559. 

A portion of the loss incurred by the St.

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WHAT THE GOVERNOR CAN DO. 


When Gov. Dockery considers his St. Louis appointments he 
has a valuable guide in the record of his predecessor in office 
and the consequences of his course.

City Comptroller Sturgeon has addressed a letter to Repre- 
sentative Ruler asking that a bill be passed by the Legisla- 
ture providing for a suitable monument oVer the grave of 
Thomas H. Benton, now marked in Bellefontaine Cemetery 
by a small] headstone. 

The suggestion is a good one and should be carried out. 
Thomas H. Benton served the State of Missouri for thirty 
years in the United States Senate. In that body he ranked 
with Clay, Calhoun and Webster, the four making a splendid 
galaxy cf genius. In learuing, intelligence, patriotism and 
force of character he stood second to none and reflected luster 
upon the state he represenied. He developed the resources of 
the great West, was a pioneer in promoting the transconti- 
nental railways, and by his sturdy devotion to duty and na- 
tional interests made his state famous. 

The republic of Missouri should not be ungrateful. A suit- 
able memorial ought long since to have been erected. Every 
inember of Mr. Benton's family charged with this duty has 
passed away. Let the Legislature assume it as a public duty 
and honor the state by passing the act Mr. Sturgeon suggests.

JEFLDERSON CITY. Mo Jan. 16.—The

self into two factions here yesterday to im- 
press Grov.

The Tinker boomers, headed by Zach 
Tinker, candidate for mayor of St. Louis; 
Ifugh Brady, Andy Blong, Frank Tate 
and Charley O'Brien, and the Jefferson 
(lub, under the leadership of President 
Hiarry Hawes, constituted the opposing 
forces. 


For the Arst time since Mr. Tinker's as- 
pirations tor the mayoralty became known 
organized opporition, that developed early 
in the day. was made clearly manifest. 

From the moment these organizations ar- 
rived the rivairy took on a fighting com- 
j4exion and irresponsible members of both 
rides not infrequently engaged in personal 
hostilities, 

Judge Iilawkins, the veteran representa- 
tive from Moarion County. expressed the 
Opinion of many when he said: 

“] suppose there are plenty of good men 
in the St. Louls delegations, but I think 
they were voiled with a few bad eggs oe- 
fore they reached the state capital. Such 
bitter political squabbling, apparently with- 
out any well-defined purpose, I have not 
feen in a long time. Perhaps. though, this 
Is city politics, and country fellows 
must get used to it.’

Dockery. “All St. Louis Democrats are 
my friends, and I consider they are all

Late in the afternoon the Jefferson Club, 
with a dozen banners and a gayly arrayed 
group of young men, who composed a fife 
and drum corps, formed in parade and 
marched over the principal thoroughfares 
of the city.

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WOULD AMEND 
CITY CHARTER 


Mr. Wiggins Proposes Some 
Changes to the Council. 


HE SAYS HE PROPOSED THEM 


PUBLIC WELFARE COMMISSION 
DID NOT RECOMMEND THEM. 


Provide fer Merit System in Making 
Appointments, Change Municipal 
Assembly Organization and 


Make Innovations. 


The merit systém in municipal appoint- 
ments, co-ordinate terms for the mayor and 


the heads of city departments, a new spe- 
cial tax levy system and important changes 
in the organization and functions of the Mu- 
uicpal Assembly are provided for in a series 
of seven proposed charter amendments in- 
troduced into the City Council Tuesday af- 
ternoon by Mr. Wiggins, and which were 
published in late editions of Tuesday's Post- 
Dispatch. 

The amendments, although covering the 
same ground as the public welfare commis- 
sion, have no connection with the latter. 
They represent the work of Mr. Wiggins 
and several friends, whose names he has not 
yet divulged, and resemble in many re- 
spects the original charter amendments of 


1896, which were radically changed before 
being submitted to the people in July, 1598. 

The first amendment, instituting the 
merit system, provides for a municipal civil 
service commission, whose members shall 
be exempt from the requirement of devot- 
ing all their time to the city’s service. For 
each position to be filled by the head of a 
department three candidates shall be 
named, and the choice of any one of the 
three shall be optional with the appointing 
officer. 

In the second amendment, relating to the 
Municipal Assembly, it is provided that the 
speaker of the House of Delegates shall be 
elected by the people. The powers of tne 
assembly are increased in many particulars, 
and the right to pass laws for the public 
ownership of street railways is conferred. 
It is also made the assembly's privilege tv 
exact compensation for the use of alley 
and sidewalk privileges. 


Weuld Regulate 
City Offices. 

Amendment 3, making changes in the city 
offices, provides that the mayor shall fill 
appointive offices within 90 days after his 
term opens. The present system compels 


the mayor to retain for two years the ap- 
pointees of his predecessor. The office of 
inspector of weights and measures is made 
appointive, and the membership of the 
Board of Public Improvements is ‘changed 
by removing the harbor commissioner and 
adding two new members, the lighting com- 
missioner and the building commissioner. A 
new office, that of special tax assessor, is 
created. Another clause\ gives any elected 
vr appointed officer power to remove at his 
pleasure any subordinate appointed by him- 
self or his predecessor. 

A board of remits and pardons, whose 
recommendations must) precede all acts of 
official leniency by the mayor, is also pro- 
vided for. 

The fourth and seventh amendments are 
of a financial nature, the former increasing 
the assembly’s power of levying taxation 
and the latter providing for a sinking fund, 
oo especial reference to the World's

PEPPER TO PROLONG LIFE 


Gen. Sam Houston’s Son Says Indians 
Use It for That Purpose and That 
It Is Better Than Salt. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WICHITA, Kas., Jan. 16.—Temple Hous- 
ton, son of Gen. “‘Sam’"’ Houston, was here 
today from Woodward, Oklahoma Terri- 
tory, and told about how Indians have used 
pepper to prolong life. Houston said: 

“Salt is not in it as a life prolonger when | 
compared with pepper. Indians are long-| 
lived. The reason for this is that they use 
large quantities of pepper in everything. I | 
know a great many squaws who lived to | 
the age of 120 years, and they told me} 
themselves the reason for this was because | 


they ate lots of black and cayenne pepper. 
‘*Take, for instance, old White Horse, the 
chief of the Ogoes. I have known him for | 
at least twenty years, and he was a friend | 
of my father. ‘ow, he neither cats nor! 
drinks anything unless he puts pepper in it 
‘“‘He discovered that pepper was a good | 
thing and he commenéad to experiment | 
with it. He gave his squaw salt, and inv 
took pepper. The old woman died several} 
years ago. White Horse is still alive. 
“Tl watched this experiment out of cur-| 
losity. I found that the squaw, who, it is 
said, used more salt than was generally 
necessary, had pains in the back, caused 
from irregular digestion, while the old man, 
who used more than the usual amount of 
vepper, never had any pains, unless it was 
eadache. He uses pepper in his coffee, | 
whisky and all food. 
“IT am using pepper myself now, after the 
old Indian's nvica. and never felt bettey. 
have no special directions to give out, 
other than to tlavor everything very highiy 
with pepper.

THEIR GUILT 
MADE PLAN 


The Three Men on Trial for 
the Paterson Murder, 


DEATH MADE A CONFESSION 


THIS FACT ESTABLISHED BY TES- 
TIMONY OF THE OFFICERS. 
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Hew the Prisoners Appear in Court, 
Watching Intently Every Move 
en Which Their Lives 
Hang. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 16.—Testimony 
against Walter L. McAllister, Andrew 
Campbell and William A. Death, on trial for 
the brutal murder of Jennie Bosscheiter, 
has been completed and the defense began 
the presentation of its side today. 

The most startling part of the testimony 
yesterday evening was given by Detective 
Sergeant McInery, who swore that Death 
had confessed to his complicity in the 
crime. As the officer made this statement 
Death sprang to his feet and denounced the 
witness as a liar. 

The accused men watch with the most in- 
tense interest every step of the trial. They 
know it means life or death for them. While 
Officer McInerny was on the stand McAlliis- 
ter, Death and Campbell listened attentive- 
ly. At times Campbell would rub his smooth 
cheeks with the palm of his left hand and 
smile as if thinking of something amusing. 

Death watched every move. McAllister, 
with his head set to one side, seemed to be 


perpetually sneering. He as alpably 
posing as a tough man, and had full contro! 
over nis face and features. 

At times he pulled out the cuffs of his 
fancy blue and brown striped shirt and 
gazed at it as in admiration. It was of a 
loud pattern and leoked new. 

McAllister reset his overcoat, a new gray 
garment, with a velvet collar, as a cushion 
.or the seat upon .which he sat. Behing 
Campbell stood a powerful man, with deep- 
set gray eyes. He was a prison officer, and 
watched the three prisoners continually, al- 
though they did not know of it. 

The speech of Prosecuting Attorney Em- 
4A made a deep impression on the jury and 
the prisoners. He saidi 

“I shall show you that this young girl 
was invited to drink. That she partook and 
that they once, twice, three times drugged 
her into insensibility and to death. 

“I will show you that at the end of per- 
haps three-quarters of an hour in that 
saloon these men in their hands and arms 
carried the insensible form of this girl from 
that back room through the side door on 
Bridge street and placed her in a hack, 
and that they drove with her through Gov- 
ernor street at Paterson to Fulton street, 
and so through East Main street to the 
Goffle road to the county line. 

“That they took her to the deep solitude 
of the woods and laid her down upon the 
ground and in the still hour of the night 
abused her. She was unconscious and dy- 
ing. It was a nameless crime. Aye, though 
dying she still lived. Then, with levity of 
speech and jolly demeanor, these men re- 
turned to this wagon, journeying to her 
home. They came out from an unfrequent- 
ed by-road, thinking no doubt that in the 
end all would be well, although she was 
still quiet and seemingly asleep. Then came 
a thought that she might be itn danger.’ 

Then the prosecutor traced the party to 
the doctor's horse, and the discovery that 
the girl was dead. He went on: 

‘For the tirst time the driver of that hack 
learned the p'ace of the girl’s home. Out 
of the humanity of his heart he said: ‘l'!l 
take this girl home. He started to go to 
ee mothers home, but they said to him; 
‘No; that won't do. There is a watchman 
near her hume. You do as we tell. you to 
or take the consequences. You go through 
Hillen street to East Main street, then to 
the Goffle road.’ 

“Back they went over the same old route 
again for the accomplishment of the act 
with which they finished that awful night. 
They crossed the Wagarau bridge and near 
its end, on the Bergen County road, they 
finally stopped the hack at a spot near the 
Ridgewood road, where they said, ‘This is 
a good place.’ 

“A good place to leave the body of the 
girl. Then, jumping from the hack, they 
carried her to one side and lay her rudely 
and with rough hands left her to be found 
and discovered by a workman in the early 
morning. He brought the news or her death 
to the publie attention. 

“Again these men entered the hack and 
started back. They went up the river road, 
not over the Wagarau bridge, but by an- 


otner. 
“‘MeAllister and another, not of these 
three, left the hack first to go home. Not 


|} until McAllister had given the hack driver 
ithe munificent sum of $10. Instructing him 


that nothing was to be said. A few blocks 


away Death and Campbell! also left the 
hack. 
‘You now have the best outline of the 


conduct of these men that I can give you. 
I shall finallv, as the humble servant of 
this State, ask you to find them guilty of 
murder—murder of the first and the high- 
est degree. 


“Why? 3ecause the law of New Jersey 
compels me to. That law declares that 
murder, mind you, murder perpetrated by 


means of poison. shall be murder in the 
first degree. If thay in that saloon admin- 
istered to this girl potson for any purpose 
—for the purpose of stupefying her—tf she 
died as a consequence thereof, that is mur- 
der. Murder recognized from the earlfest 
ace and so recognized under the common 
aw. 

‘Then. again. I sav that I shall ask for 
this verdict—murder in the first degree-—be- 
cause it is declared th®¥ any person who 
shall kill another in the pernetration of a 
diabolical crime shall be guilty of murder 
in the first degree, and I provose to put 
each of these men under the law of miur- 
der in the first degree. 

“There is no middle ground. There {s no 
nossibility of compromise here. It is mur- 
der in the first degree—no other.’
